It was remarked that as soon as he 
ha delivered his testimony and M. La- 
bri had asked to have him put on oath 
at tomorrow's session behind closed doors 
in order that he might be punished, if 
guilty of perjury, he left the courtroom 
and was not seen again. 

His Letter Was Perfect. 
Cernuschi’s testimony which was in the 
form of a letter to the president of the 
courtmartial, Colonel Jouaust, was most 
unequivocal. He claimed that on three 
distinct occasions, twice in France, and 
once at Geneva, he was told by a high 
placed foreign officer that Dreyfus had 
communicated treasonable documents to 
a foreign power.

The most novel wholesale arrest that

Dr. Amos Fox was elected police com- 
missioner to succeed Major W. J. Ken- 
drick, resigned, yesterday afternoon. 
Charles Daniel, who had opposed the 
successful candidate up to the time coun- 
cil met, decided to withdraw his name at 
the last moment, leaving the field clear 
to one candidate. Dr. Fox, therefore, re- 
ceived the full vote of the coungil. 

Mr. Daniel had a strong following, but 
he lacked one or two votes of an election, 
and his friends thought it would be best 
for him to withdraw. Dr. Fox begins his 
new duties at once, and will be sworn in 
today or tomorrow by the mayor. He 
was nominated by Councilman McCul- 
lough. 

The new commissioner is one of Atlan- 
ta’s best-known citizens, and he will no 
doubt make a valuable public servant. 
He was postmaster of Atlanta during 
President Cleveland's last term, and made 
a good record in this capacity. He is an 
ex-confederate veteran, and stands high 
in the loral business world. 

Alderman Turner Resigns. 

Much to the surprise of many 
friends in the city, Dr. J. D. Turner hand- 
ed council his resignation as alderman 
from the north side. The resignation 
was given the mayor last Saturday af- 
ternoon, who preferred to keep it secret 
until yesterday morning. 

Dr. Turfer is one of Atlanta’s most 
prominent citizens, and has made an ex- 
cellent record in the council. He is chatr- 
man of the finance committee, and he will 
be missed in this capacity. It is with the 
deepest_regret that the members of coun- 
cil consent to give Dr. Ttrner up, but 
the reasons he gives in the following let- 
ter make his resignation imperative: 

Atlanta, Ga., September 2, 1899.—To 
the Hon. Mayor and General Council 
of the City of Atlanta: Gentlemen— 
I am constrained by the condition of 
my health and my business engage- 
ments to sever my connection with 
the government of the city. 

I have the honor to tender my res- 
ignation as one of the aldermen of 
the city of Atlanta, to take effect on 
the Ist of October, 1899, and to ask its 
acceptance.. In retiring from office I 
desire to tender my earnest thanks to 
his honor, the mayor, and to each 
member of the general council for the 
courteous attention and consideration 
uniformly shown me, and to wish for 
the administration a large measure of 
usefulness and success, and also to 
express my gratitude to the people of 
Atlanta for the confidence and regard 
which resulted in my election.

In the case of the plant mentioned, 
it is now carrying a nominal assess- 
ment of $20,000, but with no special 
agreement for future years. It is 
safe to say that s®veral times the 
amount of the present assessment 
would not purchase the plant it 
Stands today. If the business of that 
company is in such a proeperous 
condition that they have to double 
their present capscity, and, as I un- 
derstand, they also contemplate erect- 
ing a cotton mill, which, if true, 
would run the value of the entire plant 
to possibly nearly a million dollars, 
yet, under the contract or agreement 
with the general. council, it would 
only be paying into the Wity govern- 
ment upon the small sum of $10,000 
for the mext fifteem ‘years.
